School Program 
Discussed at 
Marin PTA Meet 


“Information Please” was the 
topic discussed by Principal En- 
gene Baker and Arnold Pagano, 


seventh grade teacher, at the first 


general meeting this week of the 
Marin PTA 
Speaking on “Know Your 


School,” Baker pointed out to mem- 
bers that at present time the State 
has the highest migration rate in 
history of population. In 
spite of this, he said, the average 
1Q of Marin students has remain- 
ed constant for the past 13 years.

Baker said .that the “reading 
readiness tests” have shown as an 
average boys mature later than 


girls; that smaller statured boys 
are ready to read earlier than the 
larger boys. 

“The grading system is based 
on the child’s achievements in re- 
lation to his ability,” he said. “Ex- 
tra curricular activities play an im- 
portant part at Marin. There are 
about 450 students participating in 
varied activities as student leader, 
Red Cross, Junior Police, orches- 
tra, Stamp Club, Art Club, Brown- 
ies, Scouts, Cubs and others. 

Pagano's discussion largely, cou- 
cerned the physical education pro- 
gram, and after school athletic ac- 
tivities at Marin. 

“The ultimate aim of the pro- 
gram is physical, social and men- 
tal growth,” Pagano emphasized,

IAJHETHER you have a freezer 

or not, you can store a supply. 
of pie dough, ready for the oven, 
and face any mealtime crisis with 
a relaxed smile. 

Balls of dough wrapped in mois- 
tureproof Sylvania cellophane may 
be stored in the body of your re- 
frigerator, without freezing, for 
three or four months. They seem 
to improve and become flakier with 
age. 

If you do have a freezer, you can 
freeze rolled-out circles of dough 
for even longer periods. The cel- 
lophane recommended is the same 
your baker uses to wrap his. fine 
fresh bread and cakes. It keeps 
natural moisture inside the pack- 
age. 




















~ When rolling pie crust, put the 


ball of dough, with a little flour on | 


top and bottom, between two sheets 
of Sylvania cellophane. No matter 
how thin or “short” your dough is, 
it will stay in one piece, and may 
easily be transferred to the pie 
plate.
